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BORAH SHOWS HIS WEAKNESS 


The London naval treaty has been 


favorably reported by the foreign re- 
lations committee of the senate by a 
vote of 16 to 4. The four Avho voted 
against it were Johnson of California, 
seriously afflicted with 
"Japanopho- 


bia;" Shipstead of Minnesota, whose 
attitude on most questions is enigmat- 
ic; Robinson of Indiana, who ought to 
know better, and Moses of New Hamp- 
shire, a Simon-pure reactionary. 


It is to the credit of the Democrats 


- that they voted as a unit for a favor- 


able report, and we note with satisfac- 
tion that Senator La Follette did the 
same. Chairman Borah, who is miffed 
at the president over childish 
differ- 


ences, reported the treaty without com- 
ment, simply recommending passage. 
The treaty therefore goes before the 
senate with no sponsor and no message 
or report explaining and commending, 
its provisions. It is to shift for itself. 
This is politics of a very reprehensible 
sort. The treaty is either good or bad. 


r It is either worthwhile or worthless. It 
ought to be either rejected or ratified. 
It commits the signatories to a revolu- 
tionary policy of the 
utmost impor- 


tance, towit: a cessation of all naval 
competition in the future. 


Any normal man in public life must 


be either favorable or unfavorable to 
such a proposition, provided he is 
worth his salt as a public servant. He 
cannot be neutral or colorless or indif- 
ferent. The treaty is specific in its allot- 
ment of ships in all categories to the 
nations signing it. On these provisions 
a senator, upon whom devolves the 
high responsibility of approving or dis- 
approving the treaty, must have defi- 


• nite views. Likewise with all other 


provisions. He cannot treat his respon- 
sibility lightly or flippantly. He has to 
meet it whether he wishes to or not, 
and he will be judged by the manner in 
which he meets it. 


The treaty is easily the most impor- 


tant question that has come before con- 
gress under the Hoover administration. 
Chairman Borah's course is therefore 


. inexplicable. It exposes one of those 


weaknesses of character or tempera- 
ment which keep otherwise brilliant 
and able men-from rising beyond a cer- 
tain level in public life. 
The people 


, have no confidence in leadership of 


that kind because they never can relv 


" upon it and they never know on what 


tangents it will go off. 


The London naval treaty will of 


course be ratified. The overwhelming 
majority it received in the committee 
is a certain indication of its support 
and approval in the 
senate. 
The 


chameleons who change color with ev- 
ery gust of wind, the jingoes who love 
the sound of drums, the blind haters 
of foreigners, the professional big navy 
crowd, are not going to defeat this 
great international achievement. They 
are going to make a pitiful showing at 


1 the showdown, in England and Japan 


as well as in the United States.

' tries are irrevocably made up. They 
" indorse the treaty and want it ratified. 
,They believe it is an important step

international understanding 


and world peace.

UNIVERSAL 8-HOUR DAY 


The League of Nations maintains at 


Geneva an international labor office. It 
has been informed by 18 governments 
lhr>t they are ready to sign an agree- 
ment establishing the eight-hour day 
as the standard for various clashes of 
workers. This is a reminder of the fact 
that the League, which Americans 
usually think of as concerned mainly 
with diplomatic, political and military 
problems, is engaged in many indus- 
trial, educational and humanitarian ac- 
tivities. The latter are likely to take 
most of its attention for years to come. 


Under such auspices, and spurred on 


by the American example, the eight- 
hour day may eventually sweep around 
the world, winning last in Asia. 
Its 


strongest 
recommendation 
among 


practical people is that our own nation, 
where this reform developed, leads the 
world industrially. By the time the rest 
of the world, or half.of it, adopts the 
eight-hour day, we shall probably have 
forgotten about it here. There is more 
present interest in the 44-hour week. 


PAYING THE KING 


The business before 
the house in 


Bucharest lately has been a budget for 
the royal family. That is more of a 
problem than usual because of the new 
complications in that family. It is pro- 
posed to give King Carol $250,000 a 
year, Dowager Queen Marie $125,000 
and Queen Helcne and her son Michael 
$45,000 between them. 


We should say offhand that it is too 


much for Carol and not enough for 
Helen and Michael. But probably the 
government expects the king to take 
care of Mme. Lupescu out of his allow- 
ance. Or is there a separate and confi- 
dential provision made for her, accord- 
ing to a once common practice in roy- 
al budgets? 


Our idea of Carol would be to try 


him out in some job like selling life in- 
surance or automobiles, see what he 
was worth a year and then pay him 
that for his kinging. 


LEADERSHIP NEEDED 


Edwin Balmcr, in a scries of articles 


on Chicago's situation, says he 
tried 


to find out what was the objective of 
the police and authorities in cleaning 
up the city. 
They 
did not seem to 


know. In some vague way they were 
"going to clean up the city," but just 
how clean they wanted it to be did not 
appear. An occasional murder, appar- 
ently, would be 
inevitable, a good 


deal of liquor made and sold. But, any- 
how, they were "going to clean 
up 


the city." 


That looks a good deal like every 


community and a lot of individuals. 
They want to get going and improve 
things somehow. But they do not know 
just what they want done or how to 
start doing it. They are like the major- 
ity of Sunday motorists. 
They don't 


know where they are going, but they're 
on their way. Where is the clear-sight- 
ed leader who can crystallize these 
vague urges toward improvement into 
some specific statement of purpose and 
direction?

When we first 
came to Vassar, we five 


talked matters over ana decided, since these 
Americans wanted to know how things were 
in our country, and we were sent to represent 
our own, we would be very, very Czech. But we 
found we were not getting on so well. May- 
be we seemed a little queer to them and they 
did not understand us. Wo talked it over a 
second time and decided, since we had been 
sent to learn American ways,, maybe we 
should try to be what some people call one 
hundred per cent American. But that did not 
work so well, either. Perhaps we did not quite 
understand how to do that. 
So finally we 


talked once more and decided we would be 
plain Vassar girls just like the rest. And that 
worked very well, indeed. W>B live, wo learn, 
we play, just like the. rest. And we are all 
happy together and we see among us no dif- 
ference. 


Those young women seem to have 


hit upon the key to all -sound and 
friendly international relations. When

Czechoslovak or American and remem- 
ber only that they are "plain human 
beings," who eat and sleep and work 
and play and bring up children, and 
that their fundamental problems are 
common to them all, then, and then 
only, may they come to be "all happy 
together and sec among them no differ- 
ence."

Into $150,000 Old Master 


Detroit—W)—An expert ey* which 


detected the stroke of a master in 
one un-retouched hand of a badly 
overpalnted canvat, has given to the 
Detroit Institute of Art a $150,000 
Titian for $400. 


The eye was that of Dr. Wllhelm 
R. Valentlner, the institute's art 


director. 


The painting was 
one in the 


Havemeyer collection In New Tork 
catalopued as "School of Titian" and 
offered for sale at the recent auc- 
tion of the collection. 


Other art connoisseurs and 
art 


dealers failed to detect the treas- 
ure lying beneath the heavy layer 
of overpaint 
In 
the "school 
of 


Titian" and passed up the opportu- 
nity to acquire an old master at a 
chrome price. 


Received by the Detroit Institute, 


the painting was put In the hands 
of William Suhr, the institute's re- 
storer. 


Careful removal of the overpaint 


revealed the painting as a genuine 
Titian, representing Doge Girolomo 
Priuli, elected 
in 1559. The origi- 


nal was painted, according to Dr. 
W. H. Heil, European art curator 
for the Institute, about 1565, during 
the artist's last great period. 


After hanging for years in one of 


tho finest collections in Venice, that 
of the Ducheas of Berry, where It 
was known as a Titian, the paint- 
in* was disposed of about a cen- 
tury ago. 


The re-toucher, whoever he may 


have been, sought to add dignity 
to the subject. Dr. Heil 
believes, 


He did succeed In giving a patri- 
archil cast to the features of the 
aged doge, but took serious liber- 
tie* with the cloak and head-dress 
which, In the original, were typical 
of the doges of the period.
